Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  and  Social  Services  during  1967. 

In  so  doing,  may  I crave  the  indulgence  of  the  Committee  in  the  late 
publication  of  the  Report.  This  is  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee’s 
long-term  plans  began  to  come  to  fruition  during  1968,  with  the  opening 
of  the  first  three  Health  Centres  within  a space  of  six  months. 

I have  confined  my  special  comments  to  two  subjects  of  current  interest 
— Immigration  and  Mental  Health — whilst  the  usual  information  and 
statistical  details  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Late  though  the  Report  is,  I feel  it  would  be  remiss  of  me  were  I not 
to  mention  the  loss  of  Mr.  Alderman  Whitehead  who  died  early  in  1967. 
He  had  spent  much  of  his  life  passionately  interested  in  both  Health  and 
Welfare.  He  had  been  a long-standing  member  of  this  Committee,  much 
of  it  as  Chairman,  and  I shall  always  be  grateful  for  his  help  and  advice 
during  the  first  years  of  my  Service  with  this  Authority. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman, 
for  your  continued  support  and  to  members  of  the  Committee  for  their 
imderstanding  during  this  most  difficult  phase  of  development.

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ASPECTS  OF  IMMIGRATION 

Awareness  of  the  nature,  quality  and  substance  of  a problem  is 
undoubtedly  the  first  preliminary  to  effecting  its  resolution.  In  the  last 
two  or  three  years  awareness  of  social  stresses  engendered  by  the  introduction 
of  increasing  numbers  of  immigrants  into  existing  indigenous  communities, 
has  posed  a variety  of  inter-related  problems  whose  resolution  requires 
study,  application  and  compassion.  The  matter  is  one  which  is  pressing 
and  brooks  of  no  delay  which  could  only  encourage  prejudice,  which  may 
be  defined  as  “ an  unreasonable  or  unjustifiably  adverse  opinion  without 
just  grounds  or  sufficient  knowledge,”  i.e.  a state  of  ignorance.  It  may  be 
possible  to  dispel  some  of  the  ignorance  by  stating  and  commenting  on 
certain  facts  of  the  situation  as  they  affect  the  working  of  the  Health  and 
Social  Services  Department,  which  is  so  deeply  involved. 

Firstly,  the  inadequacy  of  the  Intelligence  Service  makes  it  impossible 
to  form  an  accurate  appreciation  of  the  developing  trend  in  any  community 
depending  as  it  does  on  the  receipt  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
“ Advice  Notes  ” of  arrival,  despatched  at  the  Port/Airport  of  Arrival. 
These  notifications  are  often  inaccurate  in  their  quotation  of  the  anticipated 
destination  and  are  incomplete.  There  is  no  means  of  knowing  the  inward 
transfer  into  the  community  of  immigrants  from  other  towns  when  their 
stay  has  not  been  long  enough  to  involve  Health  or  Education  Services, 
and  outward  transfers  relate  only  to  chents  who  have  come  within  the 
purview  of  such  local  authority  services.  Quarterly  statements  of  the 
numbers  and  origins  of  Advice  Notes  relating  to  Blackburn  as  the  destination, 
have  been  as  follows  : —

Of  the  113  Notifications  received  from  Port  Authorities  of  the  entry  of 
long-stay  immigrants  during  1967,  34  were  inaccurate  in  relation  to  the 
address  named  as  the  destination,  and  no  less  than  40  entrants  were  com- 
pletely untraceable  even  after  search. 


Notification  of  such  entrants  enables  the  Medico-Social  Workers  of  the 
department  to  visit  the  appropriate  addresses  on  their  areas  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  about  the  medical  and  social  services  available  and  to  ensure 
that  the  immigrants  take  steps  to  be  taken  on  to  the  list  of  a General  Medical 
Practitioner  without  delay.

Of  the  348  requests  made  to  the  Health  Department  for  priority  re- 
housing in  1967,  not  one  came  from  a Commonwealth  immigrant  and  only 
three  from  European  immigrants.

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MENTAL  HEALTH. 


The  change  in  nomenclature  from  the  Lunacy  Act/Mental  Treatment 
Act/Mental  Deficiency  Aa  to  the  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  reflects  a new 
philosophical  approach,  a new  dynamic  in  management  and  hopeful  prospects 
for  the  afflicted  in  a community  rather  more  beneficent  and  therapeutic. 
The  process  is  slow,  attitudes  of  mind  do  not  change  overnight  and  thema  in 
frustration  is  apathy  rather  than  antipathy.  Re-educative  services  can  only 
be  effective  if  the  masses  to  whom  they  are  directed  are  receptive  or  prepared 
to  listen.  Yet  in  this  age  of  affluence  there  are  so  many  conflicting  claims, 
so  many  seductive  lures  that  stimulate  the  citizen  to  be  inward  looking  to  his 
own  interests  rather  than  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  his  fellows.  Against 
this  backgroimd  are  a minority  of  people  who  in  the  modern  idiom  are 
“ with  it,”  who  are  either  fully  conversant  with  the  new  philosophy  or  are 
even  way  ahead  of  it.  In  general,  these  are  groups  with  vested  interest  in 
the  subject,  namely,  relatives  of  the  handicapped,  workers  in  this  specialised 
field,  or  individuals  with  highly  developed  humanitarian  instincts. 

Knowledge  of  the  factors  responsible  for  mental  disturbance  has  made 
appreciable  advances  in  recent  years,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  biochemistry, 
genetics,  and  interpersonal  relationships.  The  application  of  this  knowledge 
to  diagnosis  poses  problems  of  complexity  but  it  is  really  the  slow  unwinding 
of  its  potential  in  the  fields  of  prevention  and  therapy  that  engenders 
impatience  born  of  frustration.  Research  appears  too  slow,  too  academic, 
and  too  remote  from  executive  action,  to  many  even  too  inadequately 
capitalised. 

Nevertheless  the  improvements  in  the  Mental  Health  sphere  are  of 
sufficient  magnitude  to  be  apparent  even  to  the  uninitiated  over  the  three 
decade  period  since  the  “ Wood  ” report  of  1929.  This  virtually  coincided 
with  the  “ new  look  ” in  the  Mental  Treatment  Act  of  1930  for  those 
suffering  from  Mental  Illness. 

In  some  ways,  it  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  the  last  decade  before  the 
Second  World  War  did  not  see  too  much  capital  investment  in  Heavy 
Institutions  and  allowed  ideas  to  crystallise,  otherwise  we  should  have  been 
committed  with  grossly  outmoded  concentrations  even  more  dreadful  than 
the  1,000 — 2,000  bedded  monstrosities  that  embarrass  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  today. 

The  post-war  years  have  seen  a great  deal  more  imaginative  thought 
devoted  to  function  and  physiology  rather  than  structural  anatomy  so  that 
smaller  units  appear  more  effective  in  producing  a therapeutic  environment 
enabling  patients  to  be  integrated  into  community  life.  Whilst  facts  and 
figures  relating  to  work  placement  and  to  hospital  discharges  are  very 
encouraging,  they  do  not  necessarily  demonstrate  the  imponderables  like 
the  happiness  of  the  individual  handicapped  person  or  the  relief  from 
anxiety  of  relatives  which  are  inevitably  part  of  the  New  Look  in  Mental 
Health.  A visit  to  a modern  Training  Centre,  Hostel  or  Social  Club  is  an 
education  in  itself  and  one  cannot  but  be  impressed  by  the  well-channelled 
activity,  the  cheerful  atmosphere  and  the  warmth  of  friendly  relationships. 
Provided  there  is  reasonable  selectivity  whether  the  mentally  disturbed  be 
subnormal  or  mentally  ill,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  segregation. 

The  following  data  gives  some  indication  of  society’s  capacity  for  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  the  intellectually  less  well  endowed  over  three  periods 
each  of  19  years.

At  the  end  of  that  year,  there  was  a total  of  93  Educationally 
subnormal  pupils  on  the  register.  At  that  time,  no  provision  was 
made  by  the  Blackburn  Education  Authority  for  E.S.N.  pupils. 
Eighty-two  of  these  children  attended  ordinary  schools  and  four 
were  not  in  school,  while  five  children  were  placed  with  other 
education  authority  schools. 

During  the  year  17  pupils  were  reported  to  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  seven  such  cases  from  Blackburn 
and  nine  cases  from  the  County  Area  on  the  register  of  the  small 
Blackburn  “ Occupation  Centre  ” adapted  from  two  adjacent  terrace 
houses  and  there  were  a further  135  such  patients  in  Hospital. 

The  two  periods  of  19  years  from  1910 — 1929  and  1929 — 1948 
were  neither  of  them  spectacular  for  either  capital  or  imaginative 
investment  in  the  field  of  mental  deficiency  and  it  is  really  to  the 
end  of  the  next  period  of  19  years,  i.e.  1948 — 1967  that  one  must 
look  for  any  appreciable  advance. 


In  1967,  we  have  a 180-place  special  day  school  for  the  educationally 
subnormal,  a Junior  Training  School  with  a 12  place  “ special  care  ” unit 
and  classroom  and  other  facilities  for  a further  41  children  up  to  the  age 
of  16  years,  a purpose-built  adult  training  centre  with  70  places  and  an 
annual  output  of  saleable  goods,  amounting  to  £5,500  and  of  laundry  output 
of  approximately  £3,000,  and  32  places  in  residential  hostels,  20  male  and 
12  female.  There  is  also  an  active  Peter  Pan  Social  Club  in  local  authority 
premises  and  the  local  Community  Youth  Service  is  actively  involved  in 
the  various  services  on  a voluntary  basis.  Since  the  beginning  of  1965,  some 
23  adults  have  been  placed  in  outside  industry  from  the  Adult  Training 
Centre  bringing  the  total  of  mentally  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal 
adults  gainfully  employed  outside  of  sheltered  workshops  to  approximately 
131  out  of  the  216  under  care  in  the  community. 


All  new  bom  babies  in  the  borough  are  systematically  tested  for 
phenylketonuria  so  that  diets  can  be  adjusted  when  the  causal  metabolic 
disorder  is  detected. 


This,  and  other  metabolic  disorders,  is  the  subject  of  research  which 
in  conjunaion  with  further  developments  in  the  field  of  genetics  should 
open  new  doors  in  our  knowledge,  of  the  etiology  of  mental  subnorraality 
and  eventually  in  our  capacity  for  prevention  and  treatment.

These 
consist  of  eight  Bone  and  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing,  one  Fat  Extracting  or 
Fat  Rendering,  one  Gut  Scraping  and  three  Tripe  Boiling.  There  is  also 
one  Knacker’s  Yard.  All  are  visited  regularly. 


Insanitary  Dwellings.  Twenty-one  houses  were  closed  during  the  year 
as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


Verminous  Premises  and  Persons.  One  hundred  and  fifty-six  private 
dwelling  houses  comprising  four  himdred  and  fifty-three  rooms  have  been 
disinfested.  One  hvmdred  and  ninety-one  infested  persons  were  treated 
at  the  Cleansing  Clinic. 


Infected  Premises.  Thirty-eight  private  dwelling  houses  comprising 
forty-six  rooms,  were  disinfected  following  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  Salvation  Army  Hostel  (71  lodgers) 
in  Regent  Street,  now  virtually  the  only  common  lodging  house  left  in  the 
Borough,  appears  adequate  to  deal  with  the  ever  declining  number  of  homeless 
men.  As  is  to  be  expected,  verminous  persons  find  their  way  into  the  Hostel 
but  the  officer  in  charge  is  always  on  the  alert  for  such  persons  and  im- 
mediately seeks  the  help  of  the  Department  at  the  first  signs  of  infestation. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation.  The  survey  so  far  has  shown  that 
Blackburn  has  not  the  major  problem  of  some  industrial  towns. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


Sewer  Control. 

During  the  year  548  manoles  were  test  baited.  Of  these  25  showed  bait 
taken.  A treatment  of  these  and  other  known  infested  manholes  was  carried 
out,  162  manholes  being  treated.  The  bait  used  was  oatmeal,  with  paranitro- 
phenol  as  a preservative,  and  the  poison,  Fluoracetamide.  There  are  some 
areas  of  the  town,  particularly  the  outskirts,  which  are  virtually  free  from 
sewer  infection.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  areas  which  contain  long 
lengths  of  sewer  without  access  manholes,  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
treated,  and  in  such  areas  it  is  doubtful  whether  complete  freedom  from 
infestation  will  ever  be  attained. 


Surface  Control. 

During  1967,  846  complaints  of  rat  and  mouse  infestation  were  received. 
This  is  three  less  than  the  previous  record  year.  As  in  the  past,  particularly 
regarding  complaints  of  rat  infestation,  about  one  third  of  the  complaints 
investigated  proved  to  be  unfounded.  Nevertheless,  every  encouragement 
is  given  to  the  public  to  report  any  suspicions  of  infestation.  The  following 
table  shows  the  details  of  the  action  taken  regarding  surface  control.

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RENT  ACT,  1957. 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  6th  July,  1957,  and  amended  the 
Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions  Acts  1920  to  1939  and  other 
enactments  relating  to  the  control  of  rents  and  the  right  to  retain  possession 
of  houses.  Whilst  the  Act  dealt  in  the  main  with  matters  relating  to  landlord 
and  tenant,  it  made  provisions  whereby  a tenant  may  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, make  application  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a certificate  of 
disrepair.  Few  tenants  make  use  of  these  provisions  and  the  Act  can  now 
be  said  to  have  ceased  to  function.  No  certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued 
during  the  year.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


The  progress  report  that  follows  outlines  the  areas  and  numbers  of 
properties  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  representation  rate  continuing  at  500  houses  per  year  means  that 
another  15  years  will  pass  before  the  bulk  of  the  imfit  properties  will  be 
cleared. 

“Our  Older  Homes,  A Call  For  Action”  (the  Denington  Report),  calls  for 
an  acceleration  of  the  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings,  together  with  the  improve- 
ment of  sub-standard  properties,  and  a study  of  this  Report  really  brings 
home  the  size  of  the  problem  facing  Blackburn. 

Many  thousands  of  old  houses  are  without  the  basic  amenities  of  hot 
water,  wash-hand  basin  and  internal  toilet,  and  a decision  will  have  to  be 
made  soon  as  to  whether  or  not  to  modernise  these  dwellings,  thus  prolonging 
their  ‘life’  or  to  concentrate  all  the  available  resources  on  their  replacement 
by  modem  homes,  properly  designed. 

The  perpetuation  of  row  after  row  of  old  terraced  houses,  without 
any  real  amenities,  will  not  encourage  families  brought  up  in  these  conditions 
to  seek  change. 


PROGRESS  REPORT  — SLUM  CLEARANCE 
TO  December  31st,  1967. 
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AIR  POLLUTION. 


A detailed  report  by  Mr.  J.  Pye,  Smoke  Abatement  Officer,  is  given 
below  : — 

Critics  of  Smoke  Control  have  wrongly  attributed  the  reduction  in  smoke 
pollution  locally  to  the  closure  of  factories  following  the  concentration  of  the 
cotton  industry.  That  this  is  not  so  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  continued 
use  of  the  majority  of  those  factory  premises  housing  more  varied  industries. 
This  has  resulted,  in  most  cases,  in  a modernisation  of  boiler  or  furnace 
plant  to  suit  requirements  peculiar  to  the  new  occupiers,  and  their  chimneys 
no  longer  visibly  discharge  pollutants.  Smoke  pollution  from  industrial 
sources,  is,  in  the  main,  confined  to  within  legally  permitted  emissions  and 
observations  and  surveillance  ensures  that  this  state  of  affairs  continues. 

The  reference,  however,  is  visible  pollutants  is  deliberate,  as  the 
Department’s  prime  function  in  the  industrial  field,  of  late,  has  been  to 
ensure  that  the  effects  of  invisible  pollutants — principally  the  oxides  of 
sulphur — are  also  minimised,  and  that  the  gases  are  discharged  at  as  high 
a level  as  possible.  In  this  connection  the  ducting  of  effluent  gases  from 
new  plant  into  existing  brick  chimneys  can  frequently  result  in  severe  internal 
inversions  and  external  downwashing,  reducing  the  effective  height  at 
which  gases  are  discharged  and  thereby  increasing  their  deleterious  effects. 

It  is  gratifying,  therefore,  to  note  that  some  industrialists  will  co-operate 
and  are  prepared  to  carry  out  alterations  to  chimneys,  when  other  repair 
work  is  necessary,  to  achieve  gas  efflux  velocities  sufficient  to  overcome 
such  effects,  and  the  necessary  technical  advice  is  readily  available  from 
the  Department  to  achieve  this  end. 

During  the  year  a memorandum  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  the  measurement  of  grit  and  dust  from  boiler 
and  furnace  chimneys.  The  standards  will  assist  in  the  interpretation  of 
existing  legislation  and,  read  in  conjimction  with  anticipated  amendments 
to  the  law,  should  have  beneficial  potentiality. 

The  following  new  plant  and  equipment  was  installed  during  the  year 
in  premises  within  the  Borough  : 


Steam  raising  boilers 2

In  addition  to  the  receipt  of  notices  under  Section  3(3)  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  relating  to  the  installation  of  furnaces  included  in  the  above,  a further 
two  were  received  where  the  installations  have  not  yet  taken  place.  There 
were  no  applications  for  prior  approval  of  plant  under  subsection  2 of 
Section  3 of  the  Aa. 
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Thirty-nine  formal  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  made 
during  the  year,  three  of  which  followed  complaints  of  either  smoke  or 
smut  emissions.  Of  these  three  complaints,  one  arose  from  the  lighting  of 
a furnace  from  cold,  and  being  a ‘permissive’  offence,  i.e.  where  a defence 
in  law  is  available,  no  action  was  taken.  One  arose  from  smuts  being 
emitted  due  to  low  back-end  temperatures  in  a coal-fired  boiler  plant  where 
the  gases  discharge  into  a glass-fibre  chimney.  Cleansing  and  insulation 
of  the  connecting  flue  resolved  the  problem.  The  last  complaint  arose 
from  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  a coal-fired  boiler  and  the  matter 
was  reported  for  further  action  to  be  taken. 

From  routine  observations  three  other  offences  were  noted  and  causative 
defects  remedied  informally. 

Nine  other  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  and  nineteen 
visits  were  made  during  the  ensuing  investigations.  In  six  instances  the 
complaints  related  to  nuisances  under  Section  16  of  the  Act  ; one  related 
to  the  emission  of  grit  from  a cupola  furnace  resulting  from  the  temporary 
breakdown  of  a water  pump  to  the  wet  arrestor  ; one  to  an  emission  of  dust 
from  a factory  which  did  not  arise  from  the  operation  of  a furnace,  but  from 
the  change-over  of  a particular  plant  ; and  one  related  to  the  smell  of 
combustion  product  from  an  oil-fired  boiler,  which  is  currently  receiving 
attention. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  into  the  constituents  of  the  effluent 
vapours  arising  from  the  manufacture  of  floor  covering  from  PVC  where 
foaming  and  other  agents  are  used.  The  acidity  of  the  vapour  was  determ- 
ined and  the  presence  and  quantity  of  dioctyl  and  dibutyl  phthalates  noted, 
and  the  degree  of  hazard  produced  was  estimated.  The  present  method 
of  disposal  is  to  wet-wash  the  fiime  and  discharge  it  into  a brick  chimney 
of  120-feet  in  height,  which  also  serves  the  oil-fired  steam  boiler,  and  thereby 
receives  a degree  of  thermal  Uft  greater  than  could  be  effected  in  its  wet 
cooled  state.  The  investigation  resulted  from  the  firm  wishing  to  instal  a 
separate  chimney  to  disperse  the  process  fume,  and  its  height  was  accordingly 
calculated.  The  chimney  has  not  yet  been  erected. 

I am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  the  District  Alkali  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  all  his  help  and 
assistance  given  in  connection  with  this  case. 

There  were  no  legal  proceedings  taken  in  respect  of  any  contraventions 
outside  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  noted  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos.  7 and  8 were  made  in  February  and  August, 
and  confirmed  in  April  and  October,  respectively.  The  No.  8 Area  has  a 
joint  boundary  with  Darwen  Municipal  Borough’s  No.  3 Smoke  Control 
Order,  both  made  to  co-incide  and  to  overcome  problems  which  arose  from 
the  joint  boundary  passing  through  houses  and  land  which  are  situated, 
in  part,  within  both  Local  Authority  districts. 
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A survey  in  connection  with  the  proposed  No.  9 Order  has  been  com- 
menced and  the  total  domestic  visits  involved  in  this,  and  completing  the 
smvey  of  other  Areas,  was  one  thousand,  five  himdred  and  sixty-eight  with 
a further  seventy-eight  industrial  visits. 

One  thousand,  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  visits  were  made  to  inspect 
apphances  whilst  being  installed  and  on  completion  ; whilst  a further  six 
hundred  and  sixty-one  visits  were  made  to  give  advice  and  assistance 
generally.  A further  one  thousand,  two  himdred  and  forty-two  ineffectual 
visits  were  made,  i.e.  where  access  was  not  available  on  the  first  call,  and  a 
re-visit  was  necessary.  Seven  hundred  and  forty-eight  interviews  were 
held  in  the  ofiice. 

During  the  year  some  forty-eight  warning  letters  were  sent  to  house- 
holders who  contravened  the  provisions  of  Section  11(2)  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act.  Five  householders  were  proceeded  against  in  the  Magistrate’s  Court 
and  fines  ranging  from  to  £5  were  awarded.  In  one  farther  case  the 
summons  was  not  proceeded  with  as  the  occupier  had  left  the  house  before 
the  summons  could  be  served. 

One  industrial  firm  was  prosecuted  in  respect  of  a contravention  arising 
from  the  burning  of  coal  on  an  office  fire,  and  a fine  of  £1  was  imposed 
by  the  Magistrates. 


Conference. 

The  National  Society  of  Clean  Air  held  its  Annual  Conference  at 
Blackpool  in  Oaober,  and  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  18th  of  the  month, 
some  of  the  delegates  visited  Blackburn  to  inspect  the  Central  and  Markets 
Re-developments,  and  were  welcomed  by  Ae  Mayor.  There  was  much 
favourable  comment  on  what  had  been  seen,  particularly  in  the  context  of 
the  areas  being  vehicle  and  pollution-free. 


Exhibition. 

The  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation’s  Mobile  Exhibition  Unit 
visited  the  town  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  and  was  sited  within  the 
Nos.  7, 8 and  9 (proposed)  Areas. 


Other  Meetings. 

I attended  a Local  Committee  meeting  of  the  Coal  Merchants  Association 
in  January,  when  certain  problems  were  discussed  and  many  resolved. 
The  maintenance  of  the  good  relationship  between  the  Association  and  this 
Local  Authority  contributes  towards  the  smooth  implementation  of  a Smoke 
Control  Programme. 
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Detection  and  Measurement  of  Pollution. 

The  volumetric  method  of  measuring  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
continues  at  two  sites  within  the  Borough — the  roof  of  the  College  of 
Technology  and  Design,  and  at  Glenluce  Crescent,  Shadsworth.  The 
latter  site  is  within  a low-density  modern  housing  area  which  is  not  smoke 
controlled  and  the  results  from  the  measuring  instrument  are  consistent 
with  anticipated  local  domestic  pollution.  The  College  is  itself  not  within 
a Smoke  Control  Area,  but  abuts  one,  and  is  adjacent  to  high-density  housing 
and  commercial  properties  which  are  not  smoke  controlled.  The  effects 
of  the  Smoke  Control  Area  to  the  prevaihng  windward  side  are  evident, 
compared  with  the  results  from  Shadsworth,  in  relation  both  to  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide,  the  latter  emanating  principally  from  high-rated  fuel- 
burning  appliances  adjacent  to  the  College.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  P.  Lord,  Divisional  Engineer  to  the  Fylde 
Water  Board,  for  the  following  report  on  the  town’s  water  supply  ; — 


During  the  last  twelve  months,  the  24-in.  main  which  was  extended 
from  Oak  Street  to  Sudell  Cross  in  1966,  has  been  further  extended  to 
connect  into  three  12-in.  mains  in  Darwen  Street,  thus  completing  the  link 
between  the  Fishmoor  distribution  system  and  Ramsgreave  distribution 
system. 


The  scheme  for  assisting  property  owners  in  meeting  the  cost  of  installing 
separate  service  pipes,  which  was  introduced  in  1965,  has  become  more 
popular  and  during  1967  120  separate  service  pipes  were  installed  under 
this  scheme. 


Two  and  three  quarter  miles  of  main  were  laid  during  the  year  to 
supply  new  housing  sites  and  other  developments. 


580  properties  were  connected  to  the  Board’s  mains  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  consumption  increased  by  about  6 per  cent.

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  storage 
for  sale  of  ice  cream  has  increased.

Bacteriological  Examination.  Forty-three  samples  were  taken  of 
which  thirty-six  came  within  Grade  1,  six  in  grade  2,  and  one  in  grade  3.

Chemical  Examination.  The  present  standard  is  5%  fat  and  7^%  milk 
solids  not  fat. 

Eight  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  all  were 
above  the  required  standard. 

Heat  Treatment  Regulations.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  visits 
were  made  to  registered  premises  and  twelve  warnings  given  for  various 
contraventions. 

Ice  Cream  Vehicles. 

Seven  vehicles  were  inspected  and  three  verbal  notices  given  for 
various  contraventions. 


DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Dairies.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  were  made  to  dairies. 
Twenty-three  verbal  notices  were  given  and  four  letters  sent  for  contravention 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

Farms.  Forty-seven  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  adverse  reports 
on  milk  samples,  and  advice  given  to  the  farmers  concerned. 

Agriculture  (Welfare)  Act,  1956.  Eight  farms  were  visited  in  connection 
with  the  employment  of  farm  labour. 

Milk  Vehicles.  Four  milk  vehicles  were  inspected  during  the  year. 
One  verbal  notice  was  given. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960.  Two  hundred  and 
thirty-four  samples  of  designated  milk  were  bacteriologically  examined.

Brucella  Abortus.  Following  five  unsatisfactory  reports  on  Brucella 
Abortus  in  milk,  the  milk  from  seventy  animals  was  separately  examined. 
As  a result  five  animals  were  found  to  be  secreting  infected  milk  and  they 
were  removed  from  the  herds  concerned. 

Cream.  Six  samples  of  cream  were  bacteriologically  examined  and  all 
were  foimd  to  be  satisfactory. 

Foods  other  than  milk.  Thirty  samples  of  a variety  of  foods,  mainly 
cooked  meats,  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  thirteen 
were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  producers  and  retailers  of  these 
unsatisfactory  foods  were  interviewed  and  advised. 

Cysticercus  Bovis.  During  the  year,  eleven  cases  were  discovered  during 
meat  inspection  at  the  Abattoir.  All  were  localised  cases  and  after  rejection 
of  the  offal  and  any  affected  parts  of  the  carcase,  the  carcases  were  sent  into 
cold  storage  for  the  appropriate  period. 

DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  FOOD. 

Public  Abattoir.  The  condenmed  meat  and  offal  from  the  Public  Abattoir 
is  sold  to  two  firms  of  fat  melters  and  fertihzer  manufacturers.  Such 
material  is  either  processed  within  the  Borough  at  premises  which  are 
regularly  visited,  or  is  sold  to  other  processors  outside  the  Borough. 

Wholesale  Fish  Market.  Unsound  fish  is  sold  to  a fertilizer  manufactmer 
outside  the  Borough. 

Other  Foods.  All  other  unsound  foodstuffs  are  collected  and  disposed  of 
by  the  Corporation. 

Special  Examination  of  Consignments.  There  were  no  special  examin- 
ations of  consigmnents  of  foodstuffs  during  the  year.

Food  Poisoning.  Ten  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  discovered  during 
the  year. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926.  One  thousand,  seven  hundred  and 
sixteen  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  stalls. 

Fertiliser  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926.  Sixteen  informal  and  two 
formal  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers  were  examined  by  the  Analyst 
during  the  year.  Fourteen  were  reported  satisfactory  and  four  unsatisfactory. 
The  necessary  action  was  taken  following  report  on  the  unsatisfactory 
samples. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  During  the  year  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Pubhc  Analyst.  Ninety-four  samples 
were  reported  satisfactory.  Thirty-two  samples  were  reported  unsatisfactory 
because  of  poor  quality.  Five  others  were  reported  unsatisfactory  owing  to 
fat  deficiencies,  and  slight  adulterations.  In  each  case  the  producers  were 
advised  and  a warning  given,  where  called  for.  In  addition,  out  of  a funher 
one  hundred  and  seventy-three  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs,  fifteen 
were  reported  as  adulterated.

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NOISE  ABATEMENT. 


During  the  year  eight  specific  complaints  of  noise  were  received.  This 
appears  to  be  a low  figure  for  an  industrial  town  but  suggests  that  the  residents 
near  the  factories  have  been  so  conditioned  over  the  years  that  a fair  amount 
of  noise,  particularly  during  the  day  time,  is  accepted.  When  investigating 
noise  complaints  one  has  first  of  all  to  establish  that  a noise  nuisance  does, 
in  fact,  exist.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  decide,  in  any  particular  case,  whether 
the  noise  created  is  above  the  level  of  tolerance.  When  it  has  been  decided 
that  a nuisance  exists  it  has  to  be  ascertained  whether  or  not  any  steps  have 
already  been  taken  to  reduce  the  noise  level,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  further 
minimise  the  nuisance.  There  are  occasions  when  owing  to  the  type  of  work 
bemg  carried  out  and  the  close  proximity  of  dwelling  houses,  it  would  appear 
that  the  only  way  to  abate  the  nuisance  is  to  close  the  factory.  The  fact 
that  an  occupier  of  a house  may  be  a shift  worker  sometimes  adds  further 
complications.  Details  of  the  complaints  investigated  and  the  results  of  the 
action  taken  are  as  follows  : — 


1 . Complaint  of  noise  from  pneumatic  drills  working  outside  shop  premises. 

It  was  found  that  mufflers  were  fitted  to  the  drills  and  the  operation 
was  a progressive  one,  that  is,  slowly  moving  down  a street  laying 
pipes  ; it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  any  action. 

2.  Complaint  of  noise  from  a Foundry. 

This  was  without  doubt  a noise  nuisance.  The  factory  owner 
was  interviewed  and  the  oil  burner  adjusted  which  reduced  the 
noise  level.  A new  chimney  is  to  be  erected,  and  the  position  is 
to  be  reviewed  when  this  is  done. 

3.  Complaint  of  noise  from  wood  being  chopped  in  a dwelling  house. 

It  was  found  that  the  occupier  was  trying  to  earn  a few  shillings 
extra  by  chopping  and  selling  firewood.  He  agreed  to  stop  tlds 
practice  when  told  of  the  neighbours  complaints. 

4.  A rather  unusual  complaint  zohich  was  of  the  disturbing  of  the  peace 
and  quiet  of  the  neighbourhood  during  summer  evenings,  and  on 
Sundays,  by  the  over  vigorous  rehearsals  of  a would-be  ‘Pop*  group. 

The  Leader  agreed  to  moderate  the  noise  and  to  refrain  from 
practicing  at  abnormal  hours.  The  Group  has  now  disbanded 
so  their  efforts  must  have  been  in  vain! 

5.  Complaint  of  noise  from  an  Iron  Foundry. 

After  interviewing  the  management  it  was  agreed  that  the  machine 
presses  be  re-sited  and  this  resulted  in  a satisfactory  reduction 
in  the  noise  level. 
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6.  Complaint  of  noise  from  an  Iron  Foundry. 

In  this  case  a row  of  dwelling  houses  is  only  separated  from  the 
Foundry  by  a back  street.  The  complaints  were  of  several  noise 
nuisances — 

(a)  from  the  charging  of  the  furnaces. 

(i)  from  the  fan  connected  to  the  air  filters. 

(c)  from  machines  inside  the  Foundry. 

Complaints  were  justified  and  many  interviews  have  taken  place 
with  the  management.  Various  attempts  have  been  made  to 
reduce  noise  such  as  re-siting  some  noisy  machines,  and  lining  the 
chute  to  the  cupolas.  This  nuisance  has  not  yet  been  entirely 
resolved  and  further  discussions  are  to  take  place. 


7.  Alleged  nuisance  from  Sheet  Metal  Works. 

The  noise  complained  of  was  caused  by  a portable  hand  grinding 
machine  and  after  taking  all  things  into  consideration,  the  noise 
was  not  found  to  be  excessive. 


8.  Alleged  nuisance  from  car  repairs  workshop. 

The  noise  complained  of  was  from  beating  out  dents,  etc.,  in 
damaged  cars.  The  noise  was  not  considered  to  be  a noise 
nuisance. 
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THE  OFnCES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 
(1st  January  - 31st  December) 

There  has  been  a decrease  during  the  past  year  in  the  number  of 
registered  premises.  This  was  due  to  the  following  factors  : 

(a)  A local  firm  of  retail  grocers,  with  many  branches  in  the  town, 
went  out  of  business. 

(b)  Many  shops  in  Clearance  and  Re-Development  areas  closed  down. 

(c)  The  start  of  centralisation  of  small  units  into  fewer  larger  units 
by  a large  local  retail  distributive  concern,  and  the  subsequent 
closure  of  some  of  the  smaller  units. 

Phase  1 of  the  Central  Area  Re-Development  was  nearing  completion 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  architects  and  shop-fitters  employed  by  the 
proposed  occupiers  of  the  various  shop  units  in  this  Area  have  been  generally 
more  co-operative  and  amenable  to  suggestions  and  advice  and  in  many 
instances  have  contacted  this  Department  and  discussed  their  proposals 
and  requirements  at  the  initial  planning  stage. 

During  the  year  we  were  asked  to  supply  certain  information  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Central  Lancashire  New  Town  Impact  Study  concerning 
retail  and  commerce.  A breakdown  of  the  information  supplied  might  be  of 
general  interest  and  is  as  follows  : — 


Retail 


The  following  figures  for  the  floor  space  survey  of  the  shops  in  the  town 
centre  have  been  obtained  from  the  inspection  records  of  shop  premises 
receiving  a general  inspection  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963.  During  these  inspections  the  floor  areas  of  the  premises  are  paced 
out  and  the  main  stockrooms  have  been  included  in  the  figures  given.  As  all 
the  shop  premises  in  the  town  centre  are  not  registered  under  this  Act,  and 
consequently,  have  not  been  inspected,  I estimate  that  the  figures  obtained 
cover  approximately  90%  of  the  premises  in  this  area.

Investigations  were  made  concerning  thirteen  of  these  accidents  but 
no  serious  breach  of  the  Act  was  found.  Advice  was  given  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  premises  in  several  cases. 


Health  and  Welfare  Provisions — Contraventions. 

Cleanliness  (Section  4) 

Out  of  two  hundred  and  fourteen  premises  inspected,  cleanliness  was 
unsatisfaaory,  to  some  degree,  in  forty-three  cases. 

Overcrowding  (Section  5) 

In  five  cases  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  a particular  room 
exceeded  that  permitted  by  the  Act. 

Temperature  (Section  6 (2)  ) 

Where  work  does  not  involve  severe  physical  effort  a temperature 
of  16°C.  (60.8°F.)  must  be  maintained  after  the  &st  hour.  In  twenty-seven 
cases  the  temperature  was  found  to  be  below  that  required. 

Thermometers  (Section  6 (4)  ) 

A sufficient  number  of  thermometers  was  not  provided  in  seventy-three 
premises. 

Ventilation  (Section  7) 

Ventilation  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  regarded  as  inadequate 
in  twenty  cases. 

Lighting  (Section  8) 

In  eleven  cases  the  lighting  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  considered 
to  be  insufficient,  or  unsuitable. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  (Section  9— Sanitary  Conveniences  Regs.  1964) 

In  ninety  cases  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  in  some  way  unsuitable. 
In  five  cases  numbers  were  insufficient. 

Washing  Facilities  (Section  10— The  Washing  Facilities  Regs.  1964) 

In  fifty  cases  unsuitable  washing  facilities  were  provided,  whilst  in 
twelve  cases  the  facilities  were  considered  insufficient. 
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Drinking  Water  (Section  11) 

In  all  cases  the  supply  of  drinking  water  was  found  to  be  adequate  and 
wholesome. 

Accommodation  for  Clothing  (Section  12) 

In  eleven  instances  there  was  inadequate  accommodation  for  outdoor 
clothing. 

Sitting  Facilities  (Section  13) 

Suitable  facilities  are  to  be  provided  at  suitable  places  for  the  persons 
employed  to  sit  when  the  opportunity  arises.  In  eleven  cases  these  facilities 
were  not  provided. 

Seats  for  Sedentary  Work  (Section  14) 

Where  work  is,  or  can  be  done  sitting,  suitable  seats,  and  where  necessary, 
foot  rest  are  to  be  provided.  In  three  instances  the  seats  provided  were 
considered  unsuitable. 

Eating  Facilities  (Section  15) 

Where  employees  in  shops  eat  meals  there,  suitable  and  sufficient 
facilities  are  to  be  provided.  In  two  cases  the  facilities  provided  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Floors,  Passages  and  Stairs  (Section  16) 

In  ninety-seven  cases  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found.  In  many 
instances  the  hand-rail  to  the  stairs  was  inadequate  or  non-existent,  in 
others,  worn  treads,  worn  nosings  to  treads,  defective  floor  coverings  and 
badly  worn  floor  boards  accounted  for  a number  of  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

Fencing  or  Exposed  Parts  of  Machinery 

(Seaion  17 — The  Prescribed  Dangerous  Machines  Order  1964) 

Every  dangerous  part  of  any  machinery  used  as,  or  forming  part  of, 
the  equipment  of  premises  shall  be  securely  fenced  unless  so  positioned 
or  constructed  as  to  be  safe.  In  seventeen  instances  machinery  was  found 
to  be  inadequately  fenced. 

First  Aid  (Section  24 — The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
First  Aid  Order,  1964) 

A first  aid  box  had  not  been  provided  at  many  of  the  premises  inspected. 
In  other  cases  the  first  aid  box  did  not  contain  the  necessary  requisites  and 
appliances.  Ninety-six  instances  of  inadequate  provisions  were  found. 

Disposal  of  Sanitary  Dressings  (The  Sanitary  Conveniences 

Regulations,  1964) 

At  two  premises  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary  dressings 
were  not  satisfactory. 
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Dangerous  Conditions  and  Practices  (Section  22) 

In  five  cases  conditions  existed  where  there  was  an  element  of  danger 
details  of  which  are  as  follows  : 

In  one  premises  the  electricity  cable  from  the  main  building  to  an 
external  sanitary  convenience  was  unsupported  and  hanging  loosely.  In  two 
premises  electricity  cables  from  wall  fittings  to  machines  away  from  the 
walls  were  a hazard.  In  one  premises  the  metal  sheeting  covering  a door 
was  corroded  and  jagged  and  in  another  premises  the  metal  covering  of  a 
work  bench  was  in  a similar  condition.  These  conditions  have  now  been 
remedied. 

Details  and  a summary  of  the  contraventions  found  and  remedied 
are  shown  in  Appendix  II. 

Exemptions  from  Certain  Provisions  (Section  46). 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  received  or  granted. 

Abstract  (Section  50 — The  Information  for  Employees  Regulations,  1965) 

The  Regulations  require  an  employer  to  keep  on  display  an  Abstract 
of  the  Act,  or  to  give  each  employee  a specified  explanatory  booklet.  In  one 
himdred  and  twenty-nine  instances  this  Regulation  was  not  complied  with. 

General 

The  policy  of  checking  all  relevant  plans  and  drawings  submitted  for 
approval  to  the  Council  has  continued  during  the  year  and  has  proved 
really  worthwhile.  This  policy  has  ensured  that  new  buildings,  and  altera- 
tions to  existing  buildings,  have  complied  with  the  Act  and  Regulations. 
Liaison  with  the  various  Corporation  Departments  and  Her  Majesty’s, 
Factories  Inspectorate  has  once  again  been  extremely  good.

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  L.  Read,  Consultant  Venereologist,  for  the 
following  report  on  the  St.  Peter  Street  Special  Clinic  : 


During  the  year  1967,  105  new  patients  attended  the  Ante-Natal 
discharge  clinic  : — 


Males  12  ; Females  93 


The  12  males  were  babies  requiring  blood  tests  for  adoption. 
The  93  females  were  divided  as  follows  : — 

1 case  of  latent  syphillis 
1 case  of  acute  gonorrhoea. 

39  cases  of  vaginal  discharge  requiring  treatment 
52  cases  of  vaginal  discharge  requiring  no  treatment 


On  the  pathological  side,  blood  specimens  were  taken  on  120  occasions 
and  routine  smears  and  cultures  to  exclude  gonorrhoea  in  94  cases.  The 
total  attendance  was  157  in  45  clinics. 


The  return  for  the  whole  of  Blackburn  rose  slightly  from  522  to  546  new 
cases,  but  the  number  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  rose  from  89  to  148;  of  this 
total  11%  occurred  in  Asiatics  and  11%  in  teenagers.

The  number  of  people  on  the  register  of  handicapped  persons  rose 
slightly  during  the  year  ; on  the  31st  December,  1967,  the  total  was  204, 
compared  with  196  in  1966. 


During  the  year  almost  ;C400  was  spent  on  alterations  to  property  of 
handicapped  persons  to  accommodate  either  invalid  vehicles  or  to  adapt  the 
inside  of  properties.  These  adaptations  include  such  works  as  laying  concrete 
pathways  and  bases  for  garages,  provision  of  handrails,  alterations  to  steps 
and  sinks,  formation  of  ramps  and  crossovers,  etc.  Many  aids  and  gadgets 
were  provided  during  the  year  to  handicapped  persons,  ranging  from  the 
expensive  hydraulic  hoist,  to  the  simple  bath  seat,  the  total  cost  was  about 
£100. 


The  weekly  meetings  at  Lees  Hall  ceased  in  February  owing  to  decreasing 
attendances  and  the  total  unsuitability  of  the  premises.  Nevertheless, 
social  activities  throughout  the  year  included  outings  to  the  cinema  and 
“ illuminations.”  A party  at  the  Workshop  for  the  Blind  was  enjoyed  at 
Christmas.  Assisted  holidays  during  1967  were  arranged  for  two  persons 
to  special  Homes  and  a party  of  17,  accompanied  by  a Welfare  OflBcer, 
enjoyed  a most  successful  holiday  at  Prestatyn  holiday  camp. 


The  handicraft  class  at  the  Workshop  for  the  Blind  continued  to  expand, 
from  an  average  of  20  daily  in  1966,  to  one  of  30  by  the  end  of  1967.  This 
increase  was  due  to  the  full  time  use  of  the  welfare  coach  from  November  1967 
and  the  whole  time  attention  of  the  Occupational  Therapist  who  commenced 
duty  on  the  4th  August,  1967.
